She was born August 12,1953, to Emil and Evelyn Buckskin in Tollhouse, Caﬁfomia. She was later adopted
by the Kibby family of Smith River, California, in1957.

What are El Nino and La Nina?

El Nifio and La Nina are climate patterns in the Pacific Ocean that can affect weather worldwide.

Warmer or colder than average ocean temperatures in one part of the world can influence weather around the globe.

During normal conditions in the Pacific ocean, trade winds blow west along the equator, taking warm water from South America towards Asia. To replace that warm
water, cold water rises from the depths — a process called upwelling. El Nifio and La Nifia are two opposing climate patterns that break these normal conditions.
Scientists call these phenomena the EI Nifio-Southern Oscillation (ENSO) cycle. El Nifio and La Nifia can both have global impacts on weather, wildfires,
ecosystems, and economies.

Episodes of El Nifio and La Nifia typically last nine to 12 months, but can sometimes last for years. EI Nifio and La Nifia events occur every two to seven years, on
average, but they don’t occur on a regular schedule. Generally, El Nifio occurs more frequently than La Nina.

El Nifo
During EI Nifo, trade winds weaken. Warm water is pushed back east, toward the west coast of the Americas.

El Nifio means Little Boy, or Christ Child in Spanish. South American fishermen first noticed periods of unusually warm water in the Pacific Ocean in the 1600s. The
full name they used was EIl Nifio de Navidad, because El Nifio typically peaks around December.

El Nifio can affect our weather significantly. The warmer waters cause the Pacific jet stream to move south of its neutral position. With this shift, areas in the northern
U.S. and Canada are dryer and warmer than usual. But in the U.S. Gulf Coast and Southeast, these periods are wetter than usual and have increased flooding.

El Nifio causes the Pacific jet stream to move south and spread further east. During winter, this leads to wetter conditions than usual in the Southern U.S. and
warmer and drier conditions in the North.

El Nifio also has a strong effect on marine life off the Pacific coast. During normal conditions, upwelling brings water from the depths to the surface; this water is
cold and nutrient rich. During El Nifio, upwelling

weakens or stops altogether. Without the nutrients from the deep, there are fewer phytoplankton off the _coast. This affects fish that eat phytoplankton and, in turn,
affects everything that eats fish. The warmer waters can also bring tropical species, like yellowtail and albacore tuna, into areas that are normally too cold.

La Nina

La Nifia means Little Girl in Spanish. La Nifia is also sometimes called El Viejo, anti-El Nifio, or simply "a cold event." La Nifia has the opposite effect of El Nifio.
During La Nifa events, trade winds are even stronger than usual, pushing more warm water toward Asia. Off the west coast of the Americas, upwelling increases,

bringing cold, nutrient-rich water to the surface.

These cold waters in the Pacific push the jet stream northward. This tends to lead to drought in the southern U.S. and heavy rains and flooding in the Pacific
Northwest and Canada. During a La Nifa year, winter temperatures are warmer than normal in the South and cooler than normal in the North. La Nifia can also lead

to a more severe hurricane season.
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La Nifia causes the jet stream to move northward and to weaken over the eastern Pacific. During La Nifia winters, the South sees warmer and drier conditions than
usual. The North and Canada tend to be wetter and colder.

During La Nifia, waters off the Pacific coast are colder and contain more nutrients than usual. This environment supports more marine life and attracts more
cold-water species, like squid and salmon, to places like the California coast.

They are putting together a list of potential well owners who would like to participate and have their well
sampled. The list of analytes includes current and past use pesticides among others.

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT

Higher Education Program (HEP):
So far, for the fall term there is a total of 68 students using Higher Education
Program funds.

Tolowa Language Program:

Instruction at the Del Norte High School (DNHS) has been cancelled until
winter/spring semester. The Tolowas language teacher has resigned and the
Education Department is seeking to hire two positions before the next term
begins.

Students who were signed up for Tolowa 1 & 2 classes were rescheduled into
other classes.

(Administration for Native Americans) ANA Language Grant

The Language Program successfully completed and submitted an ANA Language
and Maintenance grant for 2021. The grant focuses on the creation of a new 10
year Language plan. We are waiting to hear the ANA decision of award.

The Tolowa language program has received notice that we have been awarded
the American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) Language grant. This grant has the focus
of working the iPhone language app into the Android platform as well. This
grant is in the amount of $85,000.

Education:

The Demonstration grant is finishing the 11" month in our 12 month planning
year. Zak'ry Conger has a presentation.

BIA Living Languages Grant update.

Sheryl Steinruck has been hired to work on the YouTube channel. In the past,
Sheryl has made several YouTube videos and has experience in recording.

Seamless Summer Food Program started June 14, 2021 ended on August 13,
2021. The two locations for meal distribution were at the Dat-naa-svt Community
Center and Howonquet Hall, both of which are located in Smith River. Both sites
were used to distribute meal bags to children 0 to 18 years of age. This
program was very successful. It was the first year that the Education
Department took on this project.

The Education Committee had their third meeting held on August 3, 2021.
Future Education Committee meetings have been cancelled due to COVID-19
case increase.

Tolowa Dee-ni’ Nation Library:
The library is closed until further notice due to COVID-19.

The Education Department applied for a grant to acquire a mobile Library. We
are currently waiting to hear if the grant has been awarded.

Johnson O’Malley Program:

The Johnson O’Malley Program closed out the school supply card distribution for
the 2021 school year. Cards were distributed at the Dat-naa-svt Community
Center. Curry county had 64/82 participants at a participation rate of 75%. Del
Norte had 150/178 participants at a participation rate of 84%.
